Summary of reasons for decision: 


‘Orphans And Kingdoms’ is a New Zealand drama about a group of teenagers who become 
involved in a home invasion. One of them becomes injured and they form an unlikely alliance 
with the home owner. A previous version of the film, with the longer running time of 
approximately 84 minutes, was classified as objectionable except if the availability of the 
publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 years, or who are 
accompanied by a parent or guardian (OFLC Ref: 1400550.000). The decision was registered on 9 
July 2014. The current version of the film has been structurally altered, in a way which has the 
effect of moderately altering the suicide themes and impact on the viewer. Scenes showing drug 
use have also been changed to have a slighdy different emphasis. While the impact of some of 
the content in the current version of the film has been reduced, this reduction is not sufficient to 
justify a change in classification. The current publication is therefore classified is objectionable 
except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have attained the age of 16 
years or who are accompanied by a parent or guardian. This restriction on the film’s availability 
remains the minimum necessary to prevent likely injury to the public good, and as such is a 
reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of expression affirmed by the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990. 

A previous version of the film, with the longer mnning time of approximately 84 minutes, was 
classified as objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years, or who are accompanied by a parent or guardian (OFLC Ref: 
1400550.000). The decision was registered on 9 July 2014. 

The current version of the film has been structurally altered, in a way which has the effect of 
moderately altering the suicide themes and impact on the viewer. Scenes showing dmg use have 
also been changed to have a slightly different emphasis. 

While the impact of some of the content in the current version of the film has been reduced, this 
reduction is not sufficient to justify a change in classification. The current publication is therefore 
classified is objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 16 years or who are accompanied by a parent or guardian. This 
restriction on the film’s availability remains the minimum necessary to prevent likely injury to the 
public good, and as such is a reasonable limitation on the right to freedom of expression affirmed 
by the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990.
